Washington.--Sportsmen, bird pro­ 
tectors aud agriculturists throughout 
Hie mu ii try probably will he interest­ 
ed In a Dill known as tin* “public 
shooting ground and game refuge hill,** 
which has been Introduced simultnne- 
oiiKly in the senate and the house by 
.Senator New of Indiana and by Bein 
resent at Ive Anthony of Kansan, 
'J Ills lilll provides for the establish­ 
ment of shooting grounds for the pub­ 
lic, for cNtnl lisping gume refuges and 
breeding grounds, for protecting mi­ 
gratory birds and for requiring federal 
licenses to hunt them. 
It Is known, of course, to men who 
like to hunt game birds Iii season, that 
nuder the terms of ii convention be­ 
tween Hie fulled .states and ( ’a midu 
certain restrictions already have been 
placed upon Hie killing of migratory 
birds. 
Spring shooting has been abol­ 
ished and of lier proactive measure# 
are in force. 
one of the results of tills treaty has 
been to Increase tin* migratory game 
supply of the flitted States and to In­ 
sure Unit posterity may have saved 
for it a food reserve of great ectNionilc 
I value, and also have the privilege of 
hunting, a privilege that it would not 
have laid if things had gone on in the 
same old game-slaughtering way.

The money uvttllat Ie for Hic 
employment of federal wardens is not 
suliU’ii ot to meet the expenses and to 
insure adequate enforcement of 
tim 
statutes. Tin* bill vvlib'h Senator New 
and Representative Anthony have in* 
traduced provides for a J?I federal ll- 
cense fee from eVery gunner. Th!*, it 
is known, will give tile government 
enough money to carry out the provi­ 
sions of the laws governing the shoot­ 
ing and the protection of migratory 
birds. 
Messrs. New and Ult hotly are very 
much Interested In the bill* which 
they have introduced.

Measure Generally indorsed. 
Game protective associations have 
indorsed the measure and it lins re­ 
ceived the indorsement, a* well, of the 
elements in the community naturally 
Interested in the conservation of the 
wild life which furnishes not only sport 
hut also food supply to 
people of 
Hie land. 
The American Game Pro­ 
tective association of New York lins 
declared that this is fix* mo*t effective 
and most acceptable piece of game 
legislation ever introduced, and I hen 
the association udds: "When this bill 
Is enacted Info law wild fowl shooting 
will he perpetuated for all time." 
To give an Idea of the extent of Hie 
shooting of wild fowl each fall, it Is 
said that in Minnesota, where cadi 
gunner Is compelled under the law to 
turn in the number of game birds that 
he has killed, and aNo tin* species, I,. 
WSI,(NNI game birds were killed In the 
one open season of three and a half 
months of the year BGU. 
It readily 
can lie seen from this how much care 
must tie taken not only to protect the 
I reeding places of w ild birds, but to 
see to it that they have a sufficient 
number of them In order that there 
may be n supply of gume for the fu­ 
ture.
